HERE are many People that do profeſs the Apoſtle's 

Words, concerning bis Inward Warring and Warfare, 

_ yet do not own the Spirit that God proveth upon ail 

' Fleſh 3 nor do believe that Chriſt doth enlighten every 

one that cameth into the World, with the Light of Life, nor Co 
believe that the Grace of God which brings Salvation hath appea- 
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red unto all Men, and to be cine to teach them, and bring 
their Salvation z though God ſaith to Payl, bis Grace was ſufjici- 
ext ſor biz when Le 1:45 in bis Tr. .ubles and Temptations. | 

Now all you that do talk of Paul's Inward Warfare, and do 
:0t b-Jjeve in the Light of Chritt;.you cannot ſee his [Inward War- 
fire, for whatever makes manifeſt. ts Light, and the Light of Chrifk 
which ſhines in the Heart, gives the Knowledge of the Glory of 
God 1n the Face of Chriſt Jetus, through whom they overcome 
the Devil and his Works, and he makes them more than Conque- 
rours, for Chriſt ſaith, They that believe in the Light, do become the 
Children of Light, and are born of God, and paſs from the Death in 
Adam to the Life in Chriſt, in whom they overcome the World ; Now 
5ou that do not believe in the Light, you ſay there is no overco- 
ming while ye are on this (ide the Grave : Youare not in the. Spi- 
ritual Waxfare, nor in the true Belief which doth overcome, nor 
in the true Faith which is the Victory 3 and how can you be in 
the Spiritual Warfare, which do not come to the Spirit of God, 
nor the Spirit of Grace, which ſhould teach you to deny Ungod-- 
tineſs and Worldly Luſts, and to live Soberly and Righteouſly, 
wich God faith is ſuſficient,. and will bring-you Salvation ? 

Put if you da pretend a Warfare, without the Light of Chriſt, 
and his Faith and Spirit of Grace, which brings Salvation and 
avercomes, and is the Victory; then you may War all your Life 
time till you go to the Grave in your own Wills, and not over- 
come, nor have the Viftory ; and that is the Blind Man's War and 
Warfare, without the Light. of: Chriſt and Faith, which is the Vi- 
&ory and the Spirit of Grace, which, brings Salvation to all the 
Believers 1n Chriſt, | 

And Joel ſaid, That in the laſs Days, God would pour out of bis 
Spirit upon all Fleſh : And the Apoftles ſhewed the fulfilling of Jo- 
e's Prophecy, in A&s 2. When they preached Chriſt in his New- 
Teſtament, and New Covenant to the Jews, how that the ſaying 
of Foel was come to paſs, How that God wonld pour out of 5s Spirit 
:1por all Fleſh, and his Sons and his Daughters ſhould Prophecy, and 
iis Hand- Maids and Servants ſhould Prophecy, and haveV:ſions, and 
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Old Men ſhould Dream Sh. 4, Po this was the Fruit of the 
Spirit of God in Sons and Daughters, Hand-maids, and Servants, 
and Old NMcn to have their Spiritual Viſions, Dreams, and Pro- 
phecies - And now what is the matter, that Sons, Daughters, 
Hand-Maids, Servants, and Old Men have not Prophecies, Vili- 
ons, and Dreams now in Chriſtendom, as they bad in the Apoſtles 
Days? Is it not becauſe they are erred from the Spirit that God 
poureth upou them, and ſo have nat the Spiritual Dreams, Viſi- 
ons and Prophecies; and all they that are erred from the Spirit 
that God poureth upon them; they cannot Serve and Worlkip 
God in the Spirit, neither can they have Unity one with another, 
nor Fellowſhip in the Spirit, and that 1s the Cauſe that ſo many 
in Chriſtendom are in heaps one againſt anather, being erred from 
the Spirit of God, ſo from the Spiritual Union and Communion, 
Now the means how all People may come to Serve and Worſhip 
God in the Spirit, and come into Fellowſhip and Communien 1:; 
the Spirit, and come to Spiritual Dreams, Viſions, and Prophe- 
Cics, 1s to come to the Spirit of God in their own Hearts, that he 
poureth upon them, Young aud Old, Sons and Daughters, Ser- 
vants and Hand- Maids, that in, and with the Manifeſtation of the 
Spirit, Daughters, Servants, Young Men and Old, may profit in 
their Heaven!y Vifttons, Dreams, and Prophecies, and fo all to 
Drink into one Spirit, being Baptized. al; with one Spirit, into 
one Body; ſo in the Spiritual Communion, Unity and Fellow thip 
in the Spirit of God, and in the ſame Spirit you will all Serve, arid 
Worſhip the Eternal] Infinite Everjaſting God that made you, in 
his New Covenant and New Teſtament : Behold, the Day's come, 
faith theLord, that [ will make a New Covenant with the Houſe of 1t- 
racl, and the Honſe of Jadea, mot according to the Covenant that 
made with their Fathers, in the Day that I took them b the Hand t» 
brivg them out of the Land of Egypt, &c. Jer. 31. 31, 32. . Now 
here you may ſee the New Covenant is not according to the Old, 
with their Prieſts, whoſe Lips were to preſerve Peoples Know- 
ledge, and Circumciſe the Males outwardly, who had their ont- 
ward Jerſalem, and outward Temple-Worthip, and had their out- 
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ward Law given to themin Tables of Stone, ahd the Prieſt had a 
Pulpit to Readit in; and he had his Tenths, and offered Offer- 
ings and Sacrifices, and had their Holy-Days, and Sabbath-Days, 
and their outward Sacrifices, and outward Altars, Lights, and 
Lamps, but the Lord faith, The New- Covenant that he would 
make ſhould not be according to the Old, for in the New Cove- 
nant, Circumciſion is of the Spirit, not according to the Fleſh, 
and ſuch Worſhip God 1n the Spirit and Truth, and their Bodies 
a:e the Temples of the Holy Spirit of God, and Chriſt is the one 
Ottecing for Sirs, once for all, and his Blood cleanſeth from all 
Sin, aud God Writes his Law 1n their Hearts, and puts it in their 
Minds that all may Read the Law 1n their Hearts and Minds, and 
know the Lord, Heb.8. 

And the Old Covenant commanded them to take Oaths, and 
Swear, but in the New Covenant Chriſtſaith, ſwear #0t at all. And 
1n the Old Covenant the Prieſts took Tythes, but in the New Co- 
venant Chriſt faith, freely ye have received freely give 3 and in the 
Old Covenant, they ſtood up to blefs the Obedient, and Curſe 
the Diſobedient s but in the New Covenant it 1s ſaid, Bleſs and 
Curſe not : In the Old Covenant they were to Love thetr Neigh- 
bours, and hate their Enemy; but in the New Covenant it 1s ſaid 
Love your Enemies. Here you may fee the New Covenant that 
God hath made 1s not according to the Old, and we are in the 
Days of the New Covenant and New Teſtament. 

The Apoſtle exhorted the Chriſtians to look unto Jelus, the Au- 
thor and Finiſher of their Faith; for he ſaith, Jeſs Chriſt the ſame 
Tefierday, and to Day, and for ever. Heb. 12. 2. 13.8. 

Now Jefus Chriſt being the Rock of Ages, andthe Foundation 
of many Generations; ſo then in every Age and Generation 
all the true Chriſtians for ever muſt look unto Jeſus, who is the 
Author and Beginner, and Finiſher of their Faith. 

And now here it 3s clear, that rhe Apoſtles and Diſciples of J=- 
ſus Chriſt, in all their Councils and Meetings, they did not make 
a Faith for the true Chriſtians 1n the firſt primitive times ; but bid 


them look unto Jcfus the Author and Finiſher of their Faith. 
| - And 


And all true Chriſtians muſt oblleny the Apoſtles Teaching and 
Exhortation, 1n every Age and Generation for ever, in that 4- 
dam and Eve diſobeyed Gods Command, and: ſo lolt the Image 
of God in Righteouſneſs and Holineſs; and fo forſook Gods 
Teaching, and the Liberty God had placed them in, and followed 
the Serpents Teaching, who led them into a falſe Liberty, which 
brought Death, Coriuption, and Deſtruction. 

God gave the Jews his Righteous, Juſt, Holy, and good 
Law, and gave them his good Spirit to inſtru them 5 bur 
they rebelled againft his Spirit, and turned from God and his 
Law, and were led by the Evil Spirit, the Serpent into a falſe Li- 
berty, which led many of them into Captivity, Death and De- 
{tcuction. | 
_ And Gad pouring out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh in his New- 
Teſtament, and New Govenant, by which Spirit all may know 
God, and. Chriſt, but al] Chriſtians that are gone from the Spirit, 
they are gone out of Unity and Fellowſhip, and true Worſhip, 
| Into Confuſion, and into falſe Liberty in the Fleſh ; for the Spirit 
that God poureth upon all Mankind, is the only means to bring 
all into Unity, and to Serve and Worſhip God in his Spirit and 
Truth, if they believe and obey itz and. Chriſt who enlighteneth 
Every one that cometh inro:the World with his true Light, which 
is, the Life in himſelf, that all might believe in the Light, and 
come. to have Life in Chriſt:. But they that hate the true Light, 
which is-the Life in Chriſt, and Love the Darkneſs more than the 
Light, becauſc their Deeds are Evil, and will not come to it, be- 
cauſe it will reprove them; this Light doth condemn them, and 
their Evil Deeds, in their Darkneſs and falſe Liberty, and falſe 
Worſhip 3 ſeeing they will not receive, nor hearken to the Re- 
proofs of the Light of Chriſt, and turn and have Life in him, 
therefore they are condemned by the true Light of Chriſt. 

And Chriſt bids his Diſciples go Preach the Goſpe], to wit, of 
Life and Salvation to, or in every Creature under Heaven : Now 
the Goſpe], the Apoſtle faith, is the Power of God untoSalvation, 


to every one thet Believes :. So now every one that doth m_ bee 
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'Jieve and receive his BORES. them that receive it, and after 
diſobey it 3 all ſuch go into, and are in a falſe Liberty of Death, 
and Deſtruction, from Life and Salvation, and Peace with God; 
and upon ſuch, Judgment comes from God, according to theGo- 
ſpel: And the Grace of God which brings Salvation, hath appears 
£d unto all Men; and if all Men do not receive this Spirit of Grace, 
and walk in it, which will teach rhem to deny Ungodlineſs, and 
Worldly Luſts, and to live Soberly and Godlily, and will bring 
their Salvation, and bring-them into Favour with God, but turn 
the Grace of God into Wantonnefs, and walk difpitefully againft 
the Spirit of Grace 3 ſuch go out of Favour with God, and from 
the Grace which is ſufficient to teach them, and bring their Salva- 
tion 3 and ſuch go into a falſe Liberty, into Death and Deſtrudti- 
on, turning the Grace of God into Wantonnefs, and walking de- 
ſpitefully againſt the Spirit of Grace, which is ſufficient to teach 
them, and bring their Salvation, if they obey it and walk in it, 
and fuch are condemned with the Light and Spirit of God, and 
ſuch lye under Condemnation that do not walk in it, and o- 
bey it. EPS | 

But all they that walk in the Light, and in the Spirit of Grace, 
and in the Goſfpe}, and obey it, ſuch know their true Liberty in 
the Spirit, and Goſpel, and in Chriſt Jeſus, and ſtand faſt in that 
Liberty, in which Chriſt hath made them free from the Yoke of 
Bondage, from the Devil, and the World,” that 1yeth in Wicked- 
neſs: And the Lord preſerve all his People inChrift Fefus, 1n whom 
true Liberty is,in whom they have Life,and Peace withGod, Awer. 
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Here you may fee how ſeveral of the Prophets and the A.- 
oftles were Shepherds, Husband-men, and Trades-men, 
who Preached the Word of God, and ſet ſorth Tis Glory, 
and were Deſpiſed and Perſecuted by the World, and 
the Minifters of the Letter without Life. 


Ri Abel was a Keeper of Sheep, or a Shepherd ; 
and by Faith Avrahaz Scjourn'd in the Land of Promiſz, 
as in a ſtrange Country, and dwelt in Tabernacles with Tſaac-and 
Jacob, the Reirs with him of the ſame Promiſe'z for they looked 
tor a City which hath Foundations, whoſe Builder and Maker was 
God, Heb. 11. 9, 10. 

So theſe did net build great outward Cities, but kept great 
Flocks of Cattle, and dweltin Tabernacles, and Abrahavs was the 
Father of the Faithful, and in [jaac was the Seed called, for he 
was the Seed of the Promiſe, Gey. 21. 12. 

And Jacob he fold Pottage, Gez. 25.19, 39, 31. And Jacob 
the ſecond Birth was a Keeperof Sheep, for he kept Laban his Fa- 
ther-in-laws Sheep twenty years, Gen. 31.41. And Rachel kept 
her Father Labans Sheep and watered them, and Jacob helped 
Rachel to Waterthem, and roli'd away the Stone; fo thofe two 
Shepherds, Jasob and Rachel, married one another 5 and Jacob 
the fecond Birth rolleth away the Stone that the Sheep might 
Drink; and the firſt uncircumciſed Birth ſtops the Well, but the 
g00d Nature doth open them, and it Neturely, and the Divine 
Nature doth it Divinely. 

And when Moſes was full forty years ol!d,he fled from Pbaro into 
the Land of Midian to Jethro: And Jethro had ſeven Daughters, 
and they cameand drew Water, and filled the Troughs to Water 
their Fathers Sheep 3 and Moe; fate at the Well, and the Shep- 
herds came and drove themaway, but Moſes ſtood upand helped 
them, and watered their Flock. And Jethro fent for Moſes _ 
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he went to him, and married Zipporah Fethros Daughter, and kept 
his Sheep, and when Forty ycars were expired, the Lord appeared 
to Moſes inthe Wilderneſs of Aonnt Sinai and Horeb, in a Flame 
of Fire n_ a Buih, Ads 7. 23.30. Exod. 2.13, &3, 2. So Moſes 
kept Sheep Forty years, for h« was Forty years Old when he de- 
paricd out of Fojpþt and fled trom Pharoah 5 and he was Eighty 
vears Old when he left JetEro his Father-1n-law, and when he 
came into E:pt to ſpeak to Pharoah, to let the Children of Iſrael 
co out of Fgfrt, to worſhip and ſerve the Lord. And Moſes was 
Forty years, keepingthe Lords People, the Children of [jrael in 
the W:ldervetb 3 and he was Forty years Jethros Shepherd, keep- 
ing and watering the Shzep of his Father-10-law 3 and Forty years 
the Lords Shepherd, keeping of his People, and watering them 
3s before. And David was a Shepherd, and kept his Fathers 
Sheep iv the Wilderneſs; and the Lord called him from keep- 
ing and feeding of outward Sheep, to feed his People the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael, 2 Sar. 7,8. And thus ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, I took 
thee from the Sheep Cotes, from following the Sheep, to be Ruler over 
*y People Iſrael. And as the Lord called Jacob from keeping 
Labar's Sheepz and the Lord called Moſes from keeping of Je- 
thro's Sheep, to feed and keep his Sheep and his People. 

And Eliſha was a Plow-man, and when he was Plowing with 
his Servants, and his Twelve Yoak of Oxen, he forſook them, 
and obeyed the Lord when he called him to be his Spirirual 
Plow-man, toplow up the fallow Ground of their Hearts, 1 Kings 
I9.19. And Amos ſaid, 1 was an Herdſman, and a gatherer of 
Sycomore Fruit, or wild Figs 5 and the Lord took me as I followed 
the Flock, and the Lord ſaid unto me, Go and Propheſie unto my 
People Iſrael, Amos 7. 14, 15. | 

And the words of Amos, who was among the Herdſmen of 
Tekoa, which he ſaw concerning Iſrael, where the Lord will roar 
from $40r, and utter his Voice from Jerxſalem 3 and the Habita» 
tions of the Shepherdsſhall mourn, Amos 1. 1,2. And you may 
read the Book of Amos, and ſee the Lord cauſed him to deelare 
many dreadful Prophecies, not only to the Jews, but to other 
Countries 


IN 
Countries and Nations. a A made him bis Herdſman, 
and to gather his Fruit, and to watch over his People. 

And as Jeſus was walking by the Sea of Galilee, he ſaw Peter 
and Andrew his Brother, caſting a Net into the Sea (for they 
were Fiſhers) Ard he ſaid unio them, follow me, and I will make 
you Fiſhers of Men, and they ſiraightway left their Nets and fol- 
lowed him. And te going on from thence, he ſaw James and John two 
Sons of Lebedee, in e Slip with their Father, mending their Nets, 
and TFefus called them, and they immediately left their Ship and 
their Father, with their hired $:rvants, and followed Jefus, Mar. 
4. 18, 19, 20,21. Mark 1.16, 17, 18, 19, 20. 

And Chrilt did make theſe Filters of Men, and they did fiſh 
them out of the great Sca, the World 3 and ſometimes they 
did drag out of the Sea, of the World, ſome thouſands at a time. 
as you miy ſee about three thouſand was converted at one 
time, in As 2.41, Tho the Jews Prieſts, ' Rulers, and Elders, 
did with all their Power and Might, keep Men in their Sea, 
howbeit, the number of them rhat did Believe, and heard the 
Word, were about Five thoutind Men, A@s 4. 4,5. 

And Chriſt ſail, That the Kingdom of Heaven is like unto a 
Net caſt into the Sea, and gathered of every kind, which when it 
was full, they drew to the Shore, and ſat down, and gathered the 
good into Veſſels, but caſt ine bad away, Mat. 13. 47, 48. 

And do not you read of S:20» Magus, AFs9, i0.to the 27. 
And Ananias and Saphira, Aﬀts 5.1. and Nicolas, Aﬀs 6. And 
were not theſe drawn out of the Sea, aud then aftercalt away. 
But what a glorious Work they did, that Chriſt made Filhers 
of Mev, and gave them a Net that would hold and neverwant 
mending 3 his Power, for they were to Preach the Gofpel to all 
Nations, -and to every Creature. Sotheir Net, the Power of Ged, 
would reach over the Sea, the whole World, to gether the Good, 
and caſt away the Bad. 

The Apoſtle Par! met vith Aguila and Priſcilia at Corinth, 
and becauſe Parl was of © © {ame Craft, he abode with them 
and wrought, for by thei _ _ *:pation they were Tent-makers, 
Ads 18. 1, 2, 3. B 2 But 
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But did not Pay! bring many to the Grace and Truth, and 
Power, and Spirit of God in their Hearts; wha turned them 
from HDarkn: fs, to the Light of the Gofpel of Chriſt ; and from 
the Power of Satan to God; and ſo broughtthem to the inward 
Tent and Pavillian, where dwelleth the Grace, Truth, Spirit, 
and Light of Chriſt, by which they receive him to rule in their 
Hearts by Faith. | 

And the Jews ſaid of Chriſt, whence hato ihis Man this Wiſcdom, 
and theſe michty Works 5, is not this the Carpenters Son, and is not his 
Arther called Mary, and his Brethren James and Joſs, Simon and 
Tadas, and tis Siflers, are they not all with ws © Viocnce thenhbath 
ibis Man all theſe things ?

And the Jews marvelled, ſayive, How knoweth this Man Letters, 
having never learned © and Teſus ſaid unto them, My Do@rine is 
20e mine, but his that ſent me; John 7. 15, | 

Here you may ſee, that the profeſling Jews called Chriſt the 
Carpenter, and the Carpenters Son. But Chriſt doth Build up 
the fallen ſtate of Adam and Eve, who fell from the Righteouſneſs, 
and Holineſs, the Image of God that he made them in: Chriſt doth 
renew them up 1n the Image of God again in Righteouſneſs and 
Holyneſs; and ſo are built up a Spiritual Houſe, andjChrilt a Son, is 
over his Houſe - Azd ſo he ſhall build the old wajte Places: thou ſhalt 
raiſe up the Foundations of many (Generations, and thou ſhalt be calle! 
the Repairer of the Breach, the Reſtorer of the Paths to dwell in, 
Iſai. 58. 12. 

Moſes ſaid, I have led you Forty Years in the Wilderneſs, your 
Cloaths are not waxen Old npon you, and thy Shooes are not waxen 
Old upon thy Foot, Deut. 29. 5. 

And it was ſaid to the Tribe of Aſher, Thy Shooes ſhall be as Iron 
and Braſs, as thy Days 3, ſo ſhould thy ſtrength be, Deut. 33. 23, 24.

Now this was the Condition of Children in the Wilderneſs, 
in the Old Covenant and Teftament 5 their outward Cloathes, 
and Shooes did not wax Old s And here you may ſee that Mo{es 
did lead God's Flock, his People Forty Years. 

Ard now 1n the New Covenant and Teſtament, all the Chil- 

ren of Light, have the Light of Life, and walk in the ſame, and 
are led by Chriſt, their Feet are ſhod with the Preparation of the Go» 
ſpel of Peace, whica Goſpel is the Power of God unto Salvation, unto 
every oxe that Believes, Ephel. 6. 15. and Rom. 1.16. 

And they that are ſhod with the Goſpel, the Power of God; 
the Power of God, will never waxO1d, ſhooing with Braſs, Iron, 
or Leather, that will wax Old, and wear away; and to be clothed 
with the fine Linning 3 the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, that Cloathing 
will never wax Old. So, I ſay, many have been ſhod with the 
Goſpel, the Power of God in this Age, and their Feet hath not 
ſliped, but have gone over the Rocks in foul ard ſtormy Weather, 
being ſhod with that which will abide all Weathers, and all Rough 
and I horny places ; for the Goſpel is-over all, and they that are 
ſhod with it ſtand ſure. 

Here you may ſee what Men they were in the Eyes of the 
World, that exalted the Glory of the Lord, and ſpread his Name 
_ and Truth abroad, and many others might be inſtanc'd in the 
Scriptures. 

In the Temple of the Lord, every one doth ſpeak of his Glory 3 
Pſal. 29. 9. And therefore keep in the Temple, knowing that 
your Bodies are the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt.

T HE Jews in the Old Covenant and Teſtament, when they 
went to War; thts was the Ordinance and Law of God to 
them, whatſoever they took tn their Wars, whether it was Gold, 
Silver, Braſs, Iron, Fin, or Lead, that would abide the Fire, 
they were to make it go through the Fire, and to be purified with 
the Water of Separation; and all that which abideth not the Fire, 
they were to make it gs through the Water; and they were to 
purify all the Raiment, and all that is made of Skins, and al! 
works of Goat's Hair, and all that was made with Wood, and they 
were to waſh their Cloaths, and on the Seventh Day to be clean, 
and afterwards they were to go into the Camp. 

So you may lee all things were to be purified by Fire, and Wa- 
ter, and that which would not abide the Fire, was to go through 
the Water, and they were to waſh their own Cloaths, and puritie 
themſelves Seven Days; the Perfetion of Days were to paſs cover 
them before they came into the Camp 3 and they were to purifie 
the Captives they took Prifoners, before they brought them into 
the Camp; fo that nothing was to go into the Lord's Camp, but 
what was clean, purified by Fire or Water; and the Warryers v;cre 
20 purihe themſelves before they went into the Lord's Camp, as 
you may ſee in Nzmb, 31, 
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I 

And Chriſt in his RYE hs faith, That al muſt be Born 
again of the Spirit, before they can ſee the Kingdom of God, or enter 
into it, as in Jobs 3, 

And Chriſt, he Baptiſeth with the Holy Ghoſt, and with Fire, whoſe 
Fan is in his Hand, and he will throughly purge bis Floor, and gather 
his Wheat into his Garners ; but will burn up the Chaff with unquench- 
able Fire, asin Mat.2.11, 12. 

Here you may ſee the Chaff comes not into God's Garner, but 
muſt be burnt up, and no unclean thing enters into the Kingdom 
of God, as you may ſee in 1 Cor. 9g. 10. 

And though the Gates of Heavenly Jeruſalem, are not ſhut at all 
by Day, for there 1s no Night theres There ſhell in wo wiſe enter 
into it any thing that Defileth, neither whatſoever worketh Abomination, 
or makheth a Lie, Rev. 21.27. and 22.14, 15. 

So here you may ſee all muſt be purified by the Spirit, and by 
the Heavenly Fire, and waſhed by the Water of the Word, before 
they come into the City of New and Heavenly Jerzſalexz, or the 
Kingdom of God, and walk in the Light; and they muſt go 
through the Baptiſm of Fire, and the Holy Ghoſt, and the waſh» 
10g of the Water of the Word, before they come into Heavenly 
Jeruſalem, and the Kingdom of God, as before: And they that 
are married to the Lamb, which are his Wife, his Church, ſhall be 
arayed in fine Linnen, clean and white, for the fine Linnen is the 
Righteouſneſs of the Saints, and the Armies which were in Heaven, 
and followed Chriſt upon white Horſes, clothed with fine Linnen 
white and clean, Rev. 19. 7, 8. 14. 

S9 as is ſaid before, all muſt be waſhed, and cleav, and purified, 
and circumciſed with the Spirit, and Baptiz'd with the Holy Ghoſt, 
and withFiie, before they come tuto Heavenly Jernſalem, and the 
Kingdom of Cod, 

The Lord ſarth, a Dwarfſhall not come nigh to offer the Offer- 
ings of the Lord made by Firez he might eat the Bread of his God, 
as 1n Levit, 22, 
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Therefore you that > the * Teſtament grow in the 
Truth, and feed upon the Bread from Heavenz Take heed you 
be not Dwarfs, but live and walk in the Spirit of God, that you 
way be kept by the Spirit without Blemiſh,and that you may grow 
in Grace, and Faith ; that you may be a Royal Prieſthood to offer 
ap Spiritual Sacrifices acceptable to God, by Jeſus Chrilt, as in 
1 Pet. 2.8. 9. and that you may not be Dwarts, but eat of the 
Heavenly Bread, and grow that you may otter the Spiritual Sacri- 
fice as b<fore.

their Hearts, and Anoints them, and Eftabliſhes them in Chriſt Je» 
ſys," Cor.

Now concerning the Sor, of God, the Lord faith, Thox haſt loved 
Righteouſneſs, and hated Iniquity, therefore God, even thy God, hath 
Anointed thee with the Ojl of Gladneſs, above thy Fellows

Here you may ſee Chriſt's Miniſters and his Church is anointed,

At. #Z/ucr, let higs do it as of the Ability which God giveth, that 
Col in all things may he glorified through Jeſws Chriſt, 1 Pet. 4. 
I®, FT; 

'$o here you may ſce the Miniſtry 1s not limited to one fort 
of People, or to a Tribe; But as every #147 hath receiced tte 
(Fiſt, even ſo let him miniſter the ſame one to anotter, as goo4 
Stewards af the manifold Grace of God. So this Gift they re- 
ceive from Gad, and are Stewards of the manifold (race of 
frod. And if any Man ſpeak let hims ſpeak as the Oracles of God.

Here you may fee that Chriſts Diſciples wanted nothing, who 
figely had received and freely did give. 

And you that are of the day of Chriſt,be armed with this Breaſt- 
plate of Faith and Love, and the Helmet of Hope and Salvation. 

David (aid, Mine Heart is not haugty, nor mine Eyes lofty .

And the Apoltle ſaid, 1 do exerciſe my ſelf to have always aCon- 
ſczerce roid of offence, toward God, and toward Men, ACts. 24.16. 
 Andthe Apoſtle writes to Timothy, To Exerciſe himſelf nnto 
Godlineſs, for bodily Exerciſe profits little, but Godlimeſs is profita- 
ble unto «ll things ; having promiſe of the Life that now is, and of 
that which is to come, 1 img. 7, 8. 

And the Apoſtle ſaith, Strong Meat belongeth to them that are 
of full Age,even thoſe, wbo by reaſon of uſe have their Senſes exerciſed 
to diſcern both Good and Evil, Heb. 5. 14. 
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God chaſteneth his People for their profit, that they might 
be partakers of his Holineſs; Now ns Chaſtening for the preſent 
ſeems to be joyous but grievous; nevertheleſs, afterwards it yieldeih 
the peaceable Fruits of Righteouſneſs, unto them that are exerciſe 
thercbj, Heb. 12. 11. 

Now here Chriſts Miniſters and his Church muſt know theſe

by Chriſt, Iſay, whether they be things in the Heaven, or things 
in the Earth, and that he might reconcile both Fews and Gentiles 
unto God in one Body by the Croſs, having (lain the Enmity there- 
by, or in himſclf. . 

Now ſome have aid, >oth Ranters and Otkers, that Chriſt dott: 
reconcile the Scrpent, Satan, the Devii, and Enmity, which they 
'19norantly ſay, from theſy Scriptures before mentioned; for they 
lay, are not thefe things which defile a .1an, which come out of a 
Man, the Evil things; and though they are called things, yet theſe 
vil things were not in Adam, when God made him, nor as long 3s 
he abode under God's Teaching 3 but when he forſook God, and 
difobeyed him, and tollowed the Serpent, teaching them his Trant- 
arc{ſion and Sin, brought into his Heart all theſe Evil things which 
ome from the Heart; Evil Thoughts, Murders, Adulteries, For- 
:1mcarions, Thetts, Faliz- Witneſs, Blaſphemies, Sin, Death and the 
'Jevil, the Power of Death : And fo theſe Evil things defile a Man 
and Woman, which proceed out of him, as Chriſt ſpeaks of:

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nor Sins of the Fleſh: For 5 Baptiſeth with the Holy 
Ghoſt and with Fire, whoſe Fan is in his Hand, and he will tho- 
roughly purge his Floor, >nd gather his Wheat into his Garner, 
but will burn up the Cheff with unquencheble Fire ; fo the Chaff 
and Corruption is to be purged and burnt up with unquenchable 
Fire, and not reconciled to God. 

And the Apoſtle faid, ye are Circumciſed with the Circumciſion 
made without Hands, in putting off the Body of the Sins of the 
Fleſh, by the Spiritual Circumciſion ef Chriſt. So you may ſee 
this Body of Sins of the Fleſh is not to be reconciled, but to be 
put off : And God through Chrilt reconcileth all things in Heaven, 
and things in the Earth to himſelf, who bruifes the Serpents Head, 
and (lays the Enmity, and deſtroys the Devil and his Works, and 
makesan end of Sin; and fo through Death deſtroys Death and 
th2 Devil, the Pawer of Death, as is {aid before: And lo it is 
clear, thit Chriſt doth not reconcile the Serpent, Satan, Devil, 
nor none of his Works, but deſtroys them and flays the Enmity 3 
and yet Go4 by Chriſt doth reconcile all things unto himſelf 3 by 
him, Ilay, whether they be things in the Earth, or things in the 
Heaven, Col. 3. 20. 


Here you may ſee how the Son of Perdition betrayed Chrift 
to the chief Prieſts without, and how the Son of Per- 
dition ſince Chriſt's Aſcention gets into tbe Temple and 
Betrays Chriſt within, where Chriſt aud his Trath flould 
be. 


HE Devil, who abode not in the Truth, tempted 

Adam and Eve to difobey God, and to go into a 

falſe Liberty, out of Truth, toeatof that which God 

had forbid, by which they loit the ſmage of God, 

and were drove out of the Paradice of God, wherein was thetrue 
and blefled Liberty, and all things were bleiled to them: And 
when People began to multiply upon the Earth, in the Old World, 


they run into Wickednels and falfe Liberty, and corrupred the 
DB Earth ; 
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Farihs and therefore God ſpared not theold World, but brought 
his Judgments upon them,and ſaved Noah and his Family,a Preacher 
of Righteouſneſs, but the ungodly old World, regarded not his 
Righteouſneſs that he Preached to them, but went on in their 
looſe and faiſc Liberty, until God brought a Flood upon the old 
ungodly World and deſtroyed them. 

And likewiſe the Lord turning the Cities of Scdow and Go- 
F:orah into Altes, who run jnto Wickednelſs ard falſe Liberty, 
and therefore God condemned them with an overthrow, making 
them an Example unto all thoſe that after ſhould live ungodly. 
And Abratam prayed to God that he would not deſtroy the City 
of Soderm and Gomerah, and theLord faid, If he found but tem Righs 
teous within the City, he would not deſtroy it for the tenths ſake ;, but the 
Lord delivered juſt Lot fromthem, who was vexed with the filthy 
Converſation of thoſe wicked People; for that Righteous Man Lo# 
dwellingamong them,in ſceing and hearing it, vexed his Righteous 
Soul from day today, with their unlawtul Deeds. 

So here you may ſee theſe People of the Cityof Sodows and Go- 
*:orah, their Converſation was filthy and wicked, and their Deeds 
were unlawful ; ſuch Deeds and Liberty, the Lordard his Law 
did not allow of; and ſo they werein a falſe Liberty, and there- 
fore of that fa}fe Liberty, which 1s out of Righteouſneſs and the 
Law of God, let all take heed, for if they do not, they will be 
{ure to come under Judgment and Condemnation; for God ſpa- 
red not the Angels that Sinned, which kept rot their firſt Eſtate, 
but left their Habitation, He caft them down to Hel!, ard hath 
reſerved them in Everlaſting Chains under Darkrcſs, unto the 
Judgment of the Great Day. And therefore all are to have a 
care to keep their Habitation in the Fruth, and Rightcouſnets,and 
where there is Righteoulneſs, rhere is Peace; for you read in the 
Apoſtles Days, many in an outward Profeſſion did forſeuke the 
right way and went aſtray, following the way cf Balaams; and 
allo ſuch as went in the way of Corah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

Now Cain and Balaam had heard the Voice of Cod, and Corah 
and his Company theLord had brought out of Fgzpt by hismighty 


Arm and Power; and therefore theſe might ſpeak gicat ſwelling 
Words 
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Words of Vanity, but were out of the way of Light and Life,and 
troubles of the Children of the Lord in all Ages, that walked in 
the Way of Caiz, Corah, and Bulaams; and theſe are the Wells 
without Warer, and Clouds that are carried abour with 2 Tem- 
p-{t, to whom the Milt of Darkneſs 1s reſerved for ever; and the: 
are [Trees whoſe Fruit withers and without Fruit, 'twige Dead,and 
be pluck'd up by the Roots; they weredead in Adm, and quick- 
ned and made alive and dead again, and plucx'd up by the Rovts; 
then they were not like to grow any more in the true Ground ; 
but it happeneth to them according to the true Proverb, The Dog 
#s turned to his own Vomit again; that which he once Vomitted up, 
he takes again, and the Sow that was waſhed, to her Wallowing it 
the Mire. And ſo it ſeems ſhe was once waſhed; and theſe are 
they that promile themſelves Liberty, and are the Servants of Gor- 
ruption, and whoſoever 1s overcome by them is brought into 
Bondage. So the latter End of all ſuch as walk in thoſe Paths is 
worſe than the Beginning. | 

And theſe are the Ragiug Waves of the Sea, foaming out their 
own Shame, fhewing that they are gone into the World, the Sea 
wandring Stars, to whom is reſerved the blackneſs of Darkneſs 
for ever: And theſe were falſe Teachers, and many ſhould fol- 
low their pernicious ways, by reaſon of whom the Truth ſhall be 
and 1s evil ſpoken of; thele be they who ſeparate themſelves, ſen- 
ſua], having not the Spirit, this is a Separatian from the Spirit of 
God, and ſo from the Fellowihip of God's Sons and Daughters m 
the Spiritz fo they cannot be the fixed Stars in the Firmament of 
God's power: And therefore all God's Children are to Build up 
themſelves in the Holy Faith which Jeſus Chriſt is the Author aud 
Finiſher of, and dwell in the love of God which edifies the body 
ot Chriſt. Ana you have heard how the Lord ſaved his people . 
out of the Land of Egypt, and aſterwards deſtroyed them that 
did not believe, neither received the Truth in the Love of it, nor 
walked in his Law, but rebelled againſt his Spirit, which he gave 
them toinſtruct them; and ſo rebelling againſt that which would 
have kept them in Fellowſhip, and in Unity in the Spirit, the Bond 
of Peace 3 for which Cauſe _ deſtroyed many Thouſands of 
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themin the Wilderneſs : And now take heed all you that God hath, 
brought out with his Mighty Power out of Spiritual Sodom, Egypt 
and habyton, leſt you forſake his Power, and Chriſt the right way 
Gt Lite, and goin the way of Cain, $orab, Dathan and A4biram, aric 
2alaam ; and like Sodom and Gomorah, and the Old World and 
become like Raging Waves of the Ser, and the Sow to the Mvre, 
and the Dog to the Old Vomit againz and ſo Wells without Wa- 
cr, Clouds without Rain, Trees without Fruit, and wandring 
Siars, carrved about with a Tempeſt, ſuch muſt expect to be cat 
down into tell, and the Chain of Darkneſs to come over them, 
ind to bs referved intothe Judgment and Condemnatien of the 
IreADAy, | | 

The Apoſtle ſaith, Fhere muſt come a falling way fiſt before 
the Man of Sin be Revealed, the Son of Perdition, who oppoſlcs, 
and exalts himſelf above all that 1s called God, c*c. So that he fits 
Im the Temple of God, &c. but that wicked one ſhall be revealed, 
whom the Lord (hall conſume with the Spirit of bjs Mouth, and 
deftroy with the Brightneſs of his coming; and the Son of Perdi- 
tion his coming.1s atter the working of Satan, 1n the Enmity wth 
all Power, ec. and with all Deceiviableneſs of Unrighteouſnets 
17 them that periſh, becauſe they receive rot the Love of the truth 
that they might be ſaved; for this Cauſe God ſhall ſend them itrong 
Deluſtons that they ſhould belizve a Lie, rhat they all might be 
damned, who believe not the Truth, but had Pleaſure in Qa- 
w2nteouſnels, 

Tacerefore Brethren, ſtand fait in the Lord Jcſus Chriſt, and be 
eſtabliſhed in him in every good VVord and Work. 

And now my Friends, here you may {ce this Myftery of Iniquity 
41d begin to work in the Apoſties Days, after Chriſt was aſcended, 
and atter the Goſpel was preached in the Nationsz and you ay 
{ce how the Apoſtles, and the Church of Chriſt were troubled 
with fuch as went in Caiz'<Corans, and Balaam's way, and Jezabe!'; 
and the Nicolaitans, and ſuch as {aid that they were J:ws and were 
not, but did lie, as mat;y fay, they are Chriſtians and Inward Jc ws
